A Possibility of Turf Racing 
On the Flat at Belmont Park 


New YorRK 

As one of the diehard minority that 
likes almost everything about it. especially 
the races for 2-vear-olds over the Widener 
Course. it was fun to get back to Belmont 
Park. At the beginning of any meeting, 
however. and with practically no encour- 
agement. I like to complain. 

It seems to me—and it has for years— 
that Belmont Park should have a_ turf 
course. Racing on the flat over turf in 
this country has come up tremendously 
since Joseph E. Widener revived it at 
Hialeah Park more than twenty years ago. 
Indeed. at least half a dozen tracks have 
made it a feature of their meetings, offer- 
ing stakes races, and purses running to 
five figures. Most recent is Santa Anita. 
which always does things in fine style; 
it will run the $100,000 San Juan Cap- 
istrano Handicap over the new turf course. 

Well. as a matter of fact, Belmont Park 
already has a fine turf course, probably 
the best. and certainly the oldest in the 
country. and it could be used day after 
tomorrow if hurdles races weren’t being 
run over it. 

While I vield to no one in my fondness 
for, and appreciation of, steeplechasing, in 
my opinion the less we have of the kind 
we are having these days, the better. And 
that goes double for hurdles racing. Per- 
haps in this changing world we can’t ever 
have again the jumpers we had when Jolly 
Roger was the big horse in the Greentree 
Stable of Mrs. Payne Whitney and How- 
ard Lewis was handling Fairmount for 
Joseph E. Widener; when Mrs. F. Ambrose 
Clark had as big a stable as anybody. 
and Thomas Hitchcock was turning out 
those remarkable collections. the last ex- 
ample of which is old Elkridge. 

Hurdles racing is popular because it is 
easy to get horses for it—animals not 
quite good enough to run in second-class 
claiming races. and not sturdy enough to 
tun in steeplechases. Besides, it’s much 
easier to train for hurdling than steeple- 
chasing. and there isn’t as much danger 
of leg injuries. When hurdles racing was 


revived at Aqueduct about twenty-five years ~ 


ago. its patrons said that it would develop 
more and better steeplechasers. Perhaps

my memory fails me, but. for the life of 
me, I can’t remember more than one good 
jumper it developed. 

Speaking about the chances of racing 
on the turf at Belmont, George D. Wid- 
ener, who, by the way. had some good 
jumpers himself once, said that nothing 
had been done about it up to now because 
it would interfere with the hurdles races. 
Months ago Harry La Montagne gave the 
Westchester Racing Association plans of 
the movable hurdles used on French race 
courses, but nobody is sure how well those 
would work out here. 

Mr. Widener said another problem 
would be the fact that horses racing over 
a turf course would have to cross the 
Widener Course twice—once approaching 
the turn into the backstretch. and once 
in the homestretch, about three-sixteenths 
of a mile from the winning post. However. 
he thought that if hurdle racers and 
steeplechasers weren't bothered too much 
by this now, flat racers might not mind it 
too much either. He intimated that per- 
haps the hurdles might be taken down 
some day, possibly in the autumn. and 
flat racing given a try. Let’s hope so. 


OLD HOME WEEK. The Toboggan 
Handicap. which as usual opened the Bel- 
mont Park meeting, was something of a 
reunion for several of the runners. The 
Belair Stud’s Hyphasis, which was beaten 
by a nose by Mrs. Samuel M. Pistorio’s 
Tuscany in the 60th running of the famous 
sprint. won the Toboggan two years ago. 
and Dark Peter from the Harborvale 
Stable, which finished third. won the race 
last year. Then there was Tea-Maker, 
which doesn’t seem to have quite the dash 
and go he used to have, third in the To- 
boggan last year, and second in it in 1951. 
The other day he finished seventh. There 
is. however, a good race in the old fellow 
yet. 


PIN-POINTING. It hardly would be 


fair to say that the historic old Dixie 
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Handicap at Pimlico last week was a car- 
bon copy of the Gallant Fox Handicap at 
Jamaica the previous Saturday, but the 
finish certainly was. In the Gallant Fox, 
Mrs. Esther du Pont Weir’s *Royal Vale 
won by a length and a half from C. V. 
Whitney’s Cold Command, with Mrs. Wal- 
ter Jeffords’ One Count third, a nose in 
front of the Charfran Stable’s Crafty Ad- 
miral. In the Dixie, *Royal Vale won by 
a length and three-quarters with Cold 
Command second again, and Crafty Ad- 
miral third, two and a half lengths be- 
hind. One Count did not run, That’s con- 
sistency, or something. It’s also interesting 
that *Royal Vale carried 120 pounds in 
the Dixie. five more than he did in the 
Gallant Fox: Cold Command carried the 
same weight in both races, 115 pounds; 
and Crafty Admiral carried 126 pounds 
in the Dixie, and 129 pounds in the Gal- 
lant Fox. *Royal Vale seems to be getting 
better and better. 


MEMORIAL. Featured on the program 
at Belmont Park Tuesday. May 16, will 
be the Joe H. Palmer Handicap, a me- 
morial by the Westchester Racing Associa- 
tion to the late turf editor of the New 
York Herald Tribune and long-time con- 
tributor to THE BLoop-Horse.

Hollywood Park Blacks Out 


As Horsemen Retuse to Race 


Late in the afterncon of Monday. May 
ll. the management of Hollywood Park 
announced there would be no racing on 
May 12. the scheduled opening day for 
the 50-day meeting. The opening was “de- 
ferred” while an almost irresistible force 
laid its heavy weight against an almost 
immovable body. 

Hollywood Park has been unmoved by 
the insistence of the California division 
of the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protec- 
tive Association that the members would 
not race their horses unless the track 
agreed to pay total purses approximating 
40 per cent of its anticipated revenue from 
pari-mutuel betting. 

“Our stable area is nearly filled with 
horses.” said James D. Stewart. general 
manager of the track. “All of these are 
at Hollywood Park either under a gentle- 
man’s agreement or in accordance with a 
written statement by the horsemen re- 
sponsible for them that they are here to 
race in good faith regardless of any action 
by the HBPA. We are certain that the big 
majority of horsemen who have made 
agreements with us will stick by their 
word.” 

Whatever the agreements made. horse- 
men and management found different in- 
terpretations. Scores of trainers and own- 
ers gathered near the office of Racing Sec- 
retary John Maluvius on the morning of 
May 11, but only a few went to the entry 
clerk. The office remained open for en- 
tries long past the normal time of closing. 
At noon the track announced that it had 
received 36 entries for the eight-race pro- 
gram. Maluvius said four races had “filled” 
with six runners in each. There could have 
been no more than a dozen horses to ac- 
count for the other four races. In the 
$25.000-added Hollywood Premier Handi- 
cap one horse was named; ‘this was My 
Chief, owned by Mrs. Harry Curland. wife 
of the track caterer. 

A few days earlier the possibility of a 
compromise agreement had appeared. and 
quickly disappeared. At the request of 
Dwight Murphy. chairman of the Cali- 
fornia Horse Racing Board. Robert O. 
Read, national president of the HBPA, 
had agreed to ask the California division 
to accept the board’s 4-3-2.7 plan of dis- 
tribution, and there was reported a dis- 
position on the part of horsemen to accept 
the proposal. Hollywood Park. however. 
declined the chance to compromise. and 
the HBPA stood upon its original demand 
of 40 per cent. 

In the Inglewood Country Club. a short 


distance from the track. more than 209 
members of the HBPA gathered Sunday 
night and ratified. by a unanimous stand- 
ing vote, the decision of their directors 
to refrain from racing unless the 40 per 
cent demand was met. 

“Tt is unfair to the smaller tracks.” At- 
torney C. Ray Robinson told the Sunday 
night gathering. “to impose something 
on them that we do not have the courage 
to obtain from the larger tracks. We as- 
sured Gene Mori of Tanforan. when he 
granted our 40 per cent formula. that it 
was also to apply to Hollywood and Santa 
Anita.” (From his Eastern base at Gar- 
den State Park Mori commented: “My 
understanding was that. if any lesser form- 
ula was agreed to with any other track in 
California, that same formula would apply 
retroactively at Tanforan. I was dealing 
only for Tanforan and no other track.” 
Later. Mori stated that he had advised 
Robinson that Tanforan would release the 
HBPA from its retroactive commitment.) 

Trainers Willie Molter. Allen Drumhell- 
er. Ralph West. and Bob Roberts told the 
HBPA meeting they had instructions. from 
the owners for whom they trained. not to 
race at Hollywood Park until the dispute 
over purses was settled. Others who ad- 
vocated a boycott included Rex C. Ells- 
worth, Elmer Smith. Mrs. Harold Morton. 
William Black. George Ring. and Neil S. 
McCarthy. Only- thine wrong with what 
the horsemen were asking. McCarthy said. 
was that it wasn’t enough. 

Next day Hollywood Park announced 
the names of six HBPA members who had 
made entries for the first day of racing: 
J. K. Houssels. C. L. Clayton. Zack Ad- 
dington. G. I. Martin. Mrs, Max Factor 
Jr.. and Mr. and Mrs. Harry James. Bert 
Thompson, representing the Jockey’s 
Guild, had said that jockeys would refuse 
to ride if the HBPA members refused to 
race. Confronted with the information 
that some members had made entries. he 
announced there were not enough to make 
the riders change their minds. In the 
meantime, as a hedge against the possible 
sitdown, Hollywood Park had brought a 
number of riders from other sections under 
a guarantee of $200 a week in earnings. 

On the morning of May 11 John Bev- 
erly. secretary of the California division 
of the HBPA, was refused admission to 
the stable area at Hollywood Park. and 
was informed that admission would be re- 
fused to Ed Friendly. chairman of the 
purse committee, Mrs. Harold Morton. a 
member of the committee. and Tom She- 


han. editor of the HBPA organ. the Horsy. 
mans Journal. General Manager Stewar 
explained later in the morning: “The bay 
on persons with no direct business in the 
stable area was imposed yesterday after. 
noen due to the fact I had been advise; 
there might be internal trouble in the are 
until the horsemen decided what their final 
action would be. Inasmuch as they haye 
voted their decision. the ban was lifted 
at 10 o'clock this morning.” 

Tuesday the track announced it had 
received 40 entries for the races of Wed. 
nesday. The HBPA said it had made a_ 
check of the stable area and could discover 
only 19 horses which had been entered, 
Whatever the actual number. the track 
called off the racing of Wednesday. Thurs. 
day. and Friday. and announced: 

“We will endeavor to obtain sufficient 
entries on Friday morning to fill Satur. 
day’s races. . . . However. if on Friday 
morning the races for Saturday fail to 
fill. Hollywood Turf Club will be com. 
pelled to close down the entire plant on 
Monday. including all training facilities, 
Hollywood Turf Club will. of course, be 
happy to proceed with the taking of en- 
tries and the running of races at any time, 
if the disagreement is settled.” 

Horsemen construed the threat to call 
off the entire meeting as a bluff; they 
found it hard to imagine the State quietly 
accepting a loss of about $125,000 a day 
in revenue. They heard that Hollywood 
Park executives had invited the HBPA’s 
Read and Robinson to a conference. But 
they also heard that Dr. Charles Strub, 
of Santa Anita Park, and other track ex- 
ecutives had been in conference at the 
Biltmore Hotel in Los Angeles. and they 
surmised that the meeting had not been 
called for the purpose of ratifying the 
horsemen’s 40 per cent demand. Just in 
case the Hollywood meeting actually was 
called off. they were contemplating a peti- 
tion for an emergency license for an ex- 
tended meeting at the Pomona Fair 
Grounds. with a third of the receipts going 
to horsemen. a third to the State. and the 
remainder, after operating expenses, to 
charity. 

The Horse Racing Board was ready to 
make another attempt to settle the dis- 
agreement. It called a meeting for the 
morning of Thursday, May 14. in the 
Daily Mirror building in Los Angeles. and 
invited representatives of the track and 
the HBPA to be present. In the meantime 
both sides remained resolutely in a state 
of high dudgeon.

Sires in Great Britain, 1952 


Runners, Earnings, Indexes 


Last vear in Great Britain (England 
and Scotland) there were 4.485 flat-race 
starters and a total of £1.176.240 and 18 
shillings in first money distributed among 
them, according to totals given in the 
official Racing Calendar. This is an aver- 
age of £262.26 per runner for the year. 
Actually. if one adds together all the 
money credited to all the sires represented 
by winners. the total comes out a few 
thousand pounds greater than the amount 
indicated by the official publication, but 
it seems unwise, at this distance, to at- 
tempt a complete reconciliation of the 
figures. Hence the totals given in the 
Racing Calendar are accepted for estab- 
lishing the average first money per run- 


ner in 1952, 


In the computation of the average-earn- 
ings index. the average money per runner 
in any one year is accepted as the stand- 
ard expectancy for one runner in that 


year 


(though of course there will be 


many more runners below the average 
than above it). This expectancy is re- 


stated as 1, and actual earnings are given 
in terms of a ratio to the expectancy. 
Thus. if a single horse earned twice the 
year’s average his index was 2.00; that 
is. the ratio of actual to expected earnings 
was 2 to 1. If he earned half the average. 
the index was .50, indicating a ratio of 
1% to 1. If a sire was represented by 10 
runners and they earned a total which 
was 20 times the expectancy for one horse. 
the index for the group was 2.00. the 
ratio 2 to 1. 

Now, there is no official or semi-official 
racing publication in the world which gives 
the number of runners representing each 
sire (or broodmare sire, or owner. breed- 
er, or trainer, for that matter). Thus 
racing statistics, in their traditional for- 
mat, obscure information without which 
there can be no genuine understanding. 
It is impossible to evaluate racing earn- 
ings without reference to opportunity. 

In order to supply the missing link in 
what is otherwise a more or less useless 
chain of information, the number of run- 


ners representing each sire in Great 
Britain in 1952 was determined by making 
a tally from the Racing Calendar index, 
which lists runners alphabetically and 
gives their sires and dams, In this tally, 
horses with doubtful paternity have been 
attributed to the second sire. This is jn 
violation of British tradition, but not in 
violation of common sense: under mod. 
ern breeding practices the second stallion 
to cover a mare is nearly always accepted 
as the actual sire. (There is a notable 
exception in Belgium.) 

From the tally. the number of runners 
representing each sire was determined, 
The number of winners and amount earn- 
ed were taken from the list of sires of 
winners in the Calendar. It is interesting 
to note that 1.406 of the 4,485 runners 
were listed as winners. This is 31 per cent 
winners, as compared with about 54 per 
cent winners in North America last year, 
Hence the smaller percentage of winners 
for individual sires in England is quite in 
conformity with the national expectation, 

Actually, the mere fact that a horse 
has qualified as a winner gives very little 
evidence of his value. Any horse which 
can run at all can become a winner; all 
he needs is competition which is slower 
than he is. The importance of a win per se 
is negligible. in so far as it may be used 
to measure the class of a race horse. A 
win over strong competition is important, 
and the size of purses earned tends, in 
general, to reflect the strength of the com-

COMPUTATION. In the accompanying 
tabulation, the name of each sire is fol- 
lowed by the number of runners, number 
of winners. and total earnings in first 
money. The next column, called “adjust- 
ment. for want of a better name, is 
obtained by dividing the actual earnings 
by the year’s average per runner, in this 
case. £262.26. It shows. in effect, how 
many times the average expectancy for 
one horse the actual earnings were. The 
get of Bright News. for instance, earned 
as much as was expected of about 8.3 
runners. The stallion was represented by 
eight runners. The 8.3 (in the tabulation 
the figure is carried out to three decimal 
places) divided by eight gives an index 
of 1.04. which indicates that the get of 
Bright News have earned 4 per cent above 
the national average; the ratio of actual 
to expected earnings per runner is 1.04 
to. 1.00. 


DISTRIBUTION. In racing. statistics, 
average rarely means midpoint. By any 
standard based on earnings. there are 
always far more horses below average 
than above it, for the simple reason that 
it is possible for a few horses to exceed 
the average by a very large margin. leav-
